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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Members  of  the  70th  Session  of  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  assembled  at 
Monroe, 

GREETINGrS : — Immediately  after  Conference  I  moved 
back  to  Ansley,  after  which  I  entered  upon  my  official  duties, 
endeavoring  to  visit  every  church  and  circuit,  visiting  all  but 
one  mission  and  a  few  churches,  having  visited  a  large  majority 
of  our  churches  twice.  Taking  everything  into  consideration,  I 
find  most  of  our  people  hopeful  and  looking  forward  toward 
a  greater  and  more  successful  future. 

Official  Acts. 

1st.  Rev.  W.  W.  Lantrip  was  granted  a  letter  of  standing 
on  the  20th  day  of  November,  1915. 

2nd.  Rev.  A.  J.  McDaniel  surrendered  his  credentials  on 
the  28th  day  of  November,  1915. 

3rd.  Rev.  J.  C.  Hearn  was  appointed  pastor  of  Grayson 
circuit,  December  2nd,  1915. 

4th.  Rev.  Jack  Wiggins  was  appointed  pastor  of  Jena 
church  on  the  3rd  day  of  January,  1916. 

5th.  Rev.  A.  G.  Austin  was  granted  a  letter  of  standing 
February  7th,  1916. 

6th.  By  request  Rev.  L.  W.  Smart  was  released  from  Rice 
circuit  on  the  7th  of  March. 

7th.  Rev.  J.  F.  Reicl  was  appointed  pastor  of  Larto  Mis- 
sion March  5th. 

8th.  Rev.  J.  A.  Holt  w^as  released  from  Roberts  mission  on 
the  19th  day  of  April. 

9th.  Mrs.  E.  J.  Malone  was  granted  a  letter  of  standing  on 
the  3rd  of  April. 

10th.  Rev.  L.  W.  Smart  was  granted  a  letter  of  standing 
on  the  20th  day  of  June. 

11th.  Early  in  the  year  Rev.  E.  A.  Dennard  was  appointed 
pastor  of  Sunrise  church. 

12th.  About  the  15th  of  July  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  W. 
Wood  pastor  of  Roberts  mission. 

13th.  By  request  Rev.  B.  F.  Griffin  was  released  from 
Queen  City  circuit. 

14th.  Rev.  W.  P.  Fowler  was  granted  a  transfer  to  the 
Arkansas  Conference,  Fort  Smith  district. 
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15th.  Rev.  J.  W.  Woods  was  appointed  pastor  of  Queen 
City  circuit  August  15th. 

16th.  On  or  about  the  5th  of  March  charges  of  immoral- 
ity were  preferred  against  Rev.  Marvin  S.  Hollinshead,  which 
charges  were  duly  delivered  to  me  by  his  accusers,  and  imme- 
diately I  proceeded  to  bring  the  accused  to  trial  according  to 
the  law  and  discipline  of  our  church. 

On  the  29th  day  of  March,  1916,  the  court  of  trial  con- 
vened in  the  city  of  Winnfield,  La.,  and  the  proceedings  were 
duly  carried  out.  After  the  prosecutors  were  through  with  tes- 
timony taken  in  the  case,  the  committee  of  trial  deliberating 
on  same  for  five  hours,  returned  with  a  unanimous  verdict  sus- 
taining charges,  and  demanding  that  the  accused  surrender  his 
credentials  to  the  proper  authority.  This  the  accused  refused 
to  do,  and  notified  the  chair  of  his  intentions  of  appealing  his 
case  to  the  Annual  Conference,  and  in  due  time  he  notified  the 
chair  in  writing.  The  chair  recommends  that  this  matter  be 
looked  into  at  once. 

HinderaiDces. 

While  there  may  be  many  problems  that  confront  us  as  a 
church,  we  will  mention  only,  two. 

First:  We  are  not  as  deeply  spiritual  as  God's  people 
should  be,  hence  v/e  need  a  deeper  consecration  which  would 
bring  to  us  the  real  baptism  of  God's  holy  spirit. 

Second :  We  need  a  spirit  of  greater  liberality.  We  will 
have  to  give  more  liberally  of  our  means  to  the  support  of  our 
pastors,  or  they  will  not  be  able  to  do  the  work  well  that  is 
required  of  a  pastor. 

We  insist  that  all  our  people  adopt  the  plan  of  tithing,  and 
in  doing  so  the  Lord's  cause  will  never  suffer,  and  God  will 
abundantly  bless  us,  as  in  days  of  old.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEES. 


EDUCATION. 


We,  your  Committee  on  Education,  beg  leave  to  submit 
this,  our  report. 

We  are  today  living  in  the  most  progressive  age  of  the 
world's  history.  To  be  prepared  for  the  great  duties  of  life  that 
lie  out  before  us,  we  must  educate. 

To  compete  with  the  tide  and  influx  of  immigration  that 
is  coming  this  way  we  must  educate. 

To  meet  the  great  responsibilities  of  life  as  a  part  of  this 
great  commonwealth,  it  behooves  us  to  be  more  learned  in  the 
affairs  of  life  that  we  may  be  better  prepared  to  assist  in  solv- 
ing some  of  the  problems  that  will  come  before  us. 

The  progress  of  our  church  colleges  is  marked,  and,  in  a 
large  measure,  satisfactory,  and  the  outlook  is  bright  for 
greater  achievements. 

Not  having  any  colleges  within  the  bounds  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Conference  of  Louisiana,  and  therefore  being 
a  patronizing  Conference  of  Westminster  College  at  Tehuacana, 
Texas,  we  are  glad  to  know  that  this  institution  of  learning  has 
a  goodly  numer  of  ministerial  students  from  different  States 
of  the  union  as  v^ell  as  from  our  own  State,  and  is  having  one 
of  the  best  years  of  its  history. 

Through  the  aid  of  the  Ministerial  Board  of  Education  it  is 
possible  for  our  ministerial  students  to  attend  Westminster 
College  and  to  receive  that  line  of  instruction  that  will  go  to 
make  them  efficient  for  the  work  of  the  Master,  and  at  the 
same  time  have  the  advantages  in  the  way  of  work  and  prac- 
tice that  are  so  very  necessary  for  the  practical  work  of  the 
pastors. 

Therefore,  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare,  and  for  our 
own  denominational  life,  let  us  go  on  record  as  favoring  and 
endorsing  Westminster  College  for  our  ministerial  students, 
and  that  we  pledge  our  earnest  co-operation  in  support  of 
Christian  education. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

First: — That  our  young  people,  and  especially  our  young 
ministers  be  urged  to  attend  Westminster  College. 

Second: — That  the  representative  of  this  institution  of 
learning  be  given  freedom  to  solicit  students  and  funds  with- 
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in  the  bounds  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference  of  Louis- 
iana. 

Ihird: — That    an    assessment    be   made   by   the   Financial 
Committee  for  our  College. 

Let  us  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  following: 
First: — We  stand  for  an  educated  citizenship. 
Second: — We  stand  for  an  educated  ministry. 
Third : — We  pledge  our  unswerving  devotion  to  the  great 
public  school  system  of  Louisiana. 

Fourth : — That  we  do  all  we  can  to  foster  Christian  educa- 
tion among  our  people. 

Fifth : — That   the   pastors   of  the   several   charges   within 
the  bounds  of  this  Conference  preach  one  sermon  in  each  of 
his  churches  during  each  quarter  along  this  line.

SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Sabbath  Observance/  submit  this 
our  report. 

Whereas  God  has  commanded  all  of  the  race  of  Adam, 
"Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it  holy,"  and  no  sin 
except  perhaps  idolatry  is  threatened  with  heavier  penalties 
than  Sabbath  breaking,  and  no  blessings  promised  that  are 
sweeter  and  more  far  reaching  than  Sabbath  Observance. 

And  whereas  the  sin  of  Sabbath  breaking  is  growing  more 
of  a  common  practice  not  only  with  the  race  of  Adam,  but  of 
and  entailing  the  wrath  and  curse  of  Jehovah  as  individuals, 
and  a  nation.  So  much  so  in  a  general  sense  is  this  the  case 
that  this  is  an  occasion  to  sound  the  "keynote"  as  a  warning. 

Whereas  the  tendency  of  the  age,  augmented  by  rapid 
transit  and  many  other  decoys,  is  to  desecrate  the  day,  and 
thus  building  up  evil  environments,  that  are  seductive  to  the 
children  of  the  age. 

And  whereas  this  practice  is  being  indulged  in  by  a  great 
many  who  are  professed  christians,  and  leaders  of  society,  mak- 
ing the  decoy  of  example  so  subtle  that  the  careful,  watchful 
and  prayerful  christian  child  is  caught  up  in  the  mad  rush. 
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and  often  overcome  by  the  evil  force,  we  feel  it  imperative  to 
call  on  the  church  for  special  prayer  for  deliverance  and  an 
outcry  of  warning  from  the  pulpit. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  we  believe  in  the  whole 
council  of  God,  and  that  it  is  wisdom  to  obey  Him,  and  the  day 
when  God  blessed  and  sanctified  the  Sabbath  day,  that  in  the 
very  act,  he  has  shown  his  wisdom  and  love  for  not  only  man, 
but  all  creatures.  And  when  he  wrote  on  the  table  of  stone 
with  his  finger,  ''Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it  holy," 
it  had  its  double  meaning  to  us,  God's  example, and  his  com- 
mand, ''A  delight,  and  the  holy  of  the  Lord,''  Isa.  58:13.  It  is 
to  be  known  not  by  observance  only,  but  by  an  exalted  regard 
for  it.  A  day  of  retreat  from  the  world,  and  a  day  of  silence, 
if  we  advance  in  the  divine  life. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  as  a  christian  and  a  church 
we  will  endeavor  by  the  Grace  of  God.  to  do  more  during  the 
next  year  to  bring  about  a  stricter  observance  of  the  Sabbath 
than  we  have  ever  done,  believing  that  Sabbath  desecration 
in  its  present  form  is  one  of  the  worst  hindrances  to  the  spread 
of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  call  upon  every  one  to  work  and 
pray  to  this  end.

FINANCE. 


We,  your  Committee  on  Finance,  recommend  that  our  Pr^-^- 
ident's  salary  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $1000.00  per  annum,  and 
that  the  President  shall  give  his  full  time  to  the  advancement 
of  the  best  interests  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  with- 
in the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  visiting  the  sta- 
tions, circuits,  missions  and  the  field,  and  that  all  the  moneys 
collected  by  him  shall  be  reported  monthly  to  the  financial 
secretary. 

To  meet  this  assessment  each  charge  shall  be  assessed  in 
proportion  to  their  ability. 

We  ask  this  Conference  to  authorize  this  committee  to 
meet  with  the  President  after  the  stationing  committee  has 
completed  its  work  and  apportion  the  assessment,  and  that  the 
secretary  of  the  finance  committee  notify  the  pastors  of  each 
church  the  amount  of  their  assessment.  Also  that  the  pastors 
send  the  names  and  postoffice  address  of  the  delegates  and 
stewards  of  each  class  to  the  secretary  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

To  cover  all  other  Conference  claims,  assess  each  member 
of  the  church  fifteen  years  of  age  or  over,  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

The  assessment  for  the  salary  of  the  President  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  pastors,  assisted  by  the  delegate  and  stewards 
and  paid  or  sent  direct  to  the  President. 

We  recommend  that  each  of  our  members  adopt  a  system- 
atic plan  of  tithing. 

Conference  claim  assessment  to  be  collected  by  the  pastors 
and  stewards  promptly  and  sent  by  them  to  our  conference  stew- 
ard, W.  W.  McDonald,  Sr.,  Jonesboro,  Louisiana. 

The  apportionment  to  be  made  by  the  Finance  Committee 
vnd  Conference  Steward  as  follows:  65  per  cent  of  the  amount 
received  to  be  paid  into  the  general  Conference  by  our  Con- 
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ference  Steward,  and  35  per  cent  to  be  distributed  as  follows: 

10  per  cent  Church  Extension. 

10  per  cent  Conference  Secretary. 

10  per  cent  minutes,  printing  and  postage. 

5  per  cent  Superannuated  Ministers. 

We  further  recommend  that  immediately  after  the  station- 
ing committee  have  assigned  the  pastors  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  quarterly  conference  to  have  the  Board  of  Stewards 
assess  each  class  for  their  share  of  the  pastor's  salary,  making 
the  assessment  of  each  member  of  the  classes  in  proportion  to 
their  ability  to  pay,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pastor  to 
visit  each  member  of  his  class  and  congregation  at  least  once 
each  quarter,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pastor  with  the 
class  steward's  assistance,  to  collect  the  assessment  for  the 
President's  salary  and  Conference  claims,  and  any  pastor  fail- 
ing to  do  so  shall  lay  himself  liable  to  reprimand  by  the  An- 
nual Conference.

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PENTECOSTAL  SEEVICES. 

The  opening  sermon  of  the  Conference  was  preached  by 
LIrs.  Mary  E.  Bartlett  of  Texas.  Subject,  ''The  dangers  and 
opportunities  of  the  church." 

Dr.  Crates  Johnson  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  had  charge  of  the 
services  Friday  afternoon  and  brought  to  us  a  stirring  message, 
theme,  ''The  most  beautiful  word." 

The  Saturday  morning  service  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Geo. 
H.  Miller  of  Ohio,  who  brought  to  us  a  message  of  encourage- 
ment, theme,  "Opportunity  and  its  privileges." 

Rev.  J.  C.  Williams,  President  of  our  College  at  Tehau- 
cana,  Texas,  brought  the  message  Saturday  evening,  subject, 
"Reminiscences  of  the  little  church." 

Rev.  R.  H.  M.  Watson  of  Mississippi  preached  Sunday 
morning,  his  subject,  "The  journey  of  life  and  its  perils."  This 
message  was  calculated  to  make  people  more  thoughtful,  and 
more  careful. 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Bartlett  preached  Sunday  night,  subject, 
"The  message  of  the  three  angels." 

Rev.  M.  S.  HoUinshead  preached  Monday  morning,  theme, 
"The  oneness  of  God's  people." 

Rev.  J.  M.  Owen,  our  pastor  from  Jonesboro,  La.,  had 
charge  of  the  closing  services  Monday  afternoon  and  brought 
us  an  old  time  message  on  "Entire  Sanctif ication. " 

At  the  different  services,  the  altar  was  filled  with  penitent 
seekers,  and  old  time  shouts  were  heard  in  the  congregation. 

At  the  missionary  rally  Sunday  afternoon  $1,000.00  was 
raised  in  cash  and  pledges  for  the  work  in  India. 
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BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  No  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Annual  Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  his  election ;  and  in  the  case  of  alternate, 
the  certificate  will  so  express  it. 

Sec.  2.  Delegates  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
elected  from  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  membership, 
over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations  and  missions, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Steward  to  designate  the  time  and 
place,  and  give  notice  of  the  election.  The  election  shall  be  held 
under  the  direction  of  the  stewards;  and  they  shall  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  returned  to 
the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be  compiled  and 
consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving  a  plurality  vote 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or  delegates,  and  next 
highest  shall  be  declared  alternate  or  alternates,  and  receive 
certificates  accordingly ;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  mem- 
ber of  Quarterly  Conference,  by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide; 
and  provided  further,  that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate 
elected  from  any  work  are  providentially  hindered  from  at- 
tending the  Annual  Conference  to  which  they  were  elected, 
then  the  pastor  in  charge  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  to  represent  the  work  in  the  Conference.  That 
no  one,  especially  the  men,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  dele- 
gate who  does  not  contribute  regularly  for  the  support  of  the 
pastor,  and  the  claims  for  the  General  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  No  persons  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except  they 
be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  piety,  re- 
spectable attainment,  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  funda- 
mental doctrine  of  Christianity,  and  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  Gospel  duties. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  without 
ministerial  work  for  more  than  one  year;  at  the  end  of  which 
time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  transferred  to 
the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  his  standing.  This  rule  shall  apply  to  any  minister 
so  transferred  provided  he,  at  his  own  request,  may  locate  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

Sec.  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  circuit, 
station  or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him  by  the 
stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall  have  expir- 
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ed,  except  by  consent  of  the  President,  for  reason,  by  him  deem- 
ed expedient. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with  a 
condensed  blank  PASTOR'S  report  at  least  10  days  prior  to 
the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  that 
each  pastor  may  give  a  disciplinary  report  of  his  labors,  that 
the  report  be  handed  to  the  chairman  on  pastor's  reports  im- 
mediately after  the  opening  of  the  Conference  on  the  first 
day,  and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committee  and  Con- 
ference said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Conference  Steward 
for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  final  dispo- 
sition. Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule  for  the 
first  offence  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  President,  and  for 
the  second  offence  shall  be  located  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Conference.  That  the  evangelists  and  Conference  mission- 
aries read  their  report  to  the  Conference.  We  recommend  that 
when  the  President  visits  a  pastoral  charge  that  he  first  con- 
verse freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  spiritual  and  financial 
condition  of  the  charge,  and  that  he  insist  on  a  strict  obedience 
of  the  vows  made  when  uniting'  with  the  church. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall  soon 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet  and 
in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment  made 
by  the  fourth  quarterly  conference  for  the  support  of  the 
pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  according 
to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay,  and  that  the  stewards  see 
that  the  same  is  paid  promptly,  and  in  connection  with  Sec.  7 
we  recommend  that  each  steward  keep  a  non-effective  roll, 
noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contribute  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  pastor,  the  president  and  to  the  general  interest  of 
the  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify  the  pastor  of  the 
number  that  are  inefficient,  and  that  the  pastor's  report  show 
the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  support  the  church. 

Sec.  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  interest 
of  the  church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  except  those 
who  are  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  are  contributing  members 
in  full  membership. 

Sec.  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in  good 
standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eligible  to  any 
office  in  the  church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence ;  provided,  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station  or  mis- 
sion, has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place  in  office  in 
the  church,  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such 
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as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  a^e  and  such  as  have  not  been 
members  one  year. 

Sec.  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any  action 
to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the  church. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward  shall 
be  one  year. 

Sec.  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required  to  re- 
ceive and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  the  various  benevolent 
purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also  Conference  collec- 
tions. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Steward  to 
settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of  the  Con- 
ference collections  during  its  session,  and  present  the  remain- 
der to  the  Conference  for  disbursement. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards,  or 
persons  authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for  the 
various  benevolent  purposes,  taking  receipt,  and  of  which  and 
other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit  to  the 
Conference  during  the  session  at  vx^hich  he  was  appointed,  also 
at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  Conference  of  each  Confer- 
ence year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  Conference,  for  his 
support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each  quarterly 
Conference  the  pastor  shall  call  the  attention  of  each  class  to 
the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid,  and  in  case  the  pas- 
tor neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will  not  be  held  responsible 
if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection  with  section  15,  we 
recommend  that  at  the  fourth  quarterly  Conference  of  each 
year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  collect  the  general  and  Conference  claims,  and  forward 
same  as  soon  as  collected  to  the  Conference  Steward,  and  that 
the  Conference  Steward  credit  same  to  the  charge  from  which 
it  came,^  and  notify  the  pastor  of  the  amount  received  ana  how 
appropriated.  x\nd  that  the  pastor  keep  a  record  of  same  for 
js  final  report. 

Sec.  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an  open- 
ing sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Sec.  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  propertly  arranged  for  print- 
ing in  the  annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  receive  reason- 
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able   compensation,   and  the  minutes   shall  be  signed  by  the 
Pre^^ident  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books, 
journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  Conference  and  transmit 
the  same  to  the  Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  19.  •  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  authority  of 
the  Conference,  calling  to  his  aid,  as  council  one  layman  from 
each  work  represented. 

Sec.  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers  there 
shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment,  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  a  majority  of  the  members,  is  incompetent  for  the  duties 
thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appointments,  and 
such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred  by  conference 
to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided  that  no  minister  *or  preacher,  ^ 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  is  entitled  to  a  super- 
annuated relationship,  shall  be  transferred. 

Sec.  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that 
deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District,  and 
have  same  recorded. 

Sec.  22.     That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference  Stew- 
ard and  Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  3  o'- 
clock p.  m.  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of  the  Loaii||b||. 
iana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.v  -      ' 

Sec.  23.     These  By-Laws  can  only  be  changed,  altered  or 

(amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference  of 

such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,   and  it  will  require  a 

two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session  of  the 

Conference.  <M^^^i-- 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  10  a.  m.  ani ad- 
journ at  11  a.  m. ;  meet  at  2  p.  m.  and  adjourn  at  pleasure  on 
first  day.  Each  succeeding  day  shall  meet  at  8 :30  a.  m.,  ad- 
journ at  11  a.  m.,  meet  at  2  p.  m.,  adjourn  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on  time  and 
cause  the  Conference  to  be  opened  with  religious  services. 

Sec.  3.     The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
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subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference,  but  in  case  of  such 
an  appeal,  the  question  will  be  taken  without  debate. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

Sec.  5.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Con- 
ference, he  shall  distinctively  announce  the  member  to  whom 
it  is  assigned.  ^^^^ 

Sec.  o.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shalHoe  written,  if 
the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  intro- 
duced and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the 
Secretary  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  pos- 
session of  the  Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or 
decision. 

Sec.  8.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table  shall 
be  taken  without  debate. 

Sec.  9.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which 
may  be  done  b}^  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  follow- 
ing motions  should  intervene,  which  are  placed,  namely :  First, 
indefinite  postponements ;  Second,  laying  on  the  table ;  Third, 
referred  to  a  committee ;  Fourth,  postponement  to  a  given  time ; 
,,,^  Fi^th,  substitute;  Sixth,  amendment.     A  substitute  or  amend- 

-fe   ment  may  be  amended. 

Jjk         Sec.  10.     When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate, 
^^)r  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  rise  and 
Respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until 
recognized  by  him. 

Sec.  11.  ^cft member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking 
except  by  the  Qri^sidentXto'ckll  him  to  order  when  he  departs 
from^  the  question  or  u.#s  personalities,  or  disrespectful  lan- 
guage; but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the.  Presi- 
dent to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and 
any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself  misrepre- 
s^ted. 

'^  Sec.  12.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  to  a  question  of 
pritileo^e  he  shall  briefly  state  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  have  decided 
it  a  privileged  question. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than

once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  pro- 
\ided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee 
making  report,  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to 
close  the  debate. 

Sec.  14.  When  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsider- 
ation, but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and 
^■hall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  15.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Confer- 
ence without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

Sec.  16.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by 
the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  has 
been  necessarily  absent. 

Sec.  17.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for 
special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for 
the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and 
if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present, 
the  vote  thereon  shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays  . 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  that  the  question 
be  taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  be- 
fore the  Conference,  except  in  cases  in  which  character  is  in- 
volved. 

Sec.  20.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  21.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairman  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  said  chairman 
of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of 
Conference. 

Sec.  22.  The  committee  on  examinations  shall  be  appoint- 
ed one  year  in  advance,  and  shall  meet  at  next  Annual  Confer- 
ence one  day  prior  to  the  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the 
under&aduates  meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being 
examined  iii  their  studies. 
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ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPLES. 

1.  A  Christian  church  is  a  society  of  believers  in  Jesus 
Christ,  and  is  a  divine  institution. 

2.  Christ  is  the  only  head  of  the  church,  and  the  Word 
of  God  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

3.  No  person  who  loves  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  obeys 
the  Gospel  of  God,  our  Savior,  ou^ht  to  be  deprived  of  church 
membership. 

4.  Every  man  has  an  inalienable  right  to  private  .iudg- 
ment  in  matters  of  religion,  and  an  equal  right  to  express  his 
opinion  in  any  way  which  will  not  violate  the  laws  of  God  or 
the  rights  of  his  fellow-men. 

5.  Church  trials  should  be  conducted  on  Gospel  princi- 
ples only,  and  no  minister  or  member  should  be  excommunicat- 
ed except  for  immorality,  the  propagation  of  unchristian  doc- 
trines, or  for  the  neglect  of  duties  enjoined  by  the  Word  of 
God. 

6.  The  pastoral  or  ministerial  office  and  duties  are  of 
divine  appointment  and  all  elders  of  the  church  of  God  are 
equal,  but  ministers  are  forbidden  to  be  lords  over  God's  herit- 
age, or  to  have  dominion  over  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

7.  The  church  has  the  right  to  form  and  enforce  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  is  inherent  in  the  ministerial  and  members 
of  the  church,  but  so  much  of  the  power  may  be  delegated  from 
time  to  time,  upon  a  plan  of  representation,  as  they  may  judge 
necessary  and  proper. 

8.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  ministers  and  members  of  the 
church  to  maintain  godliness,  and  oppose  all  moral  evil. 

9.  It  is  obligatory  on  ministers  of  the  Gospel  to  be  faith- 
ful in  the  discharge  of  their  pastoral  and  ministerial  duties, 
and  it  is  also  obligatory  on  its  members  to  esteem  ministers 
highly  for  work's  sake,  and  to  render  a  righteous  compensation 
for  their  labors. 

10.  The  church  ought  to  secure  to  all  her  official  bodies 
the  necet^sary  authority  for  the  purpose  of  good  government, 
but  she  has  no  right  to  create  any  distinct  or  independent  sov- 
ereignties. 
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
